WILDFIRE  EXACTS  ITS  TOLL 


EARLY  WARNING 

Southwestern  United  States  was  hit  hard  by  carry-over  drought 
from  1970.  Precipitation  was  50  percent  below  normal  and  runoff  from 
National  Forests  was  the  lowest  in  15  years.  The  first  large  fire 
occurred  January  30,  blackening  525  acres  at  8,800  ft  elevation  on  the 
Lincoln  National  Forest,  New  Mexico. 

SUCCESSFUL  ATTACK 

Bone  dry  conditions  and  early  fires  alerted  fire  managers  to  gird 
for  a  severe  season.  They  met  the  threat  with  intensified  prevention 
and  intial  attack  manning.  Although  the  Southwest's  2,913  fires  in  1971 
exceeded  critical  years  1951  and  1956  by  47  percent  and  4  percent 
respectively,  the  acreage  burned  for  1971  was  54  percent  lower  than 
1951  and  55  percent  lower  than  1956.  There  was  no  question  strong 
prevent  ion/ initial  attack  paid  off  under  worse  fire  danger  conditions 
than  the  fifties.  Millions  of  dollars  in  suppression  cost  and  resource 
damage  loss  were  saved  by  the  successful  manning  program. 

LARGE  FIRES  ELSEWHERE 

In  Northern  Minnesota,  dry  weather  and  strong  winds  caused  extreme 
fire  danger  in  early  May.  The  "Little  Sioux"  fire  consumed  approximately 
15,000  acres  of  the  Superior  National  Forest  while  offering  a  threat  to 
Boundary  Waters  Canoe  Area. 
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September  brought  dry,  east  winds  pouring  through  Columbia  Gorge  in 
Oregon  to  spread  the  man-caused  "Columbia  Gorge"  "Sky  Hook"  and  "Tomlike" 
fires  thru  4400  acres  of  heavy  fuels.  The  following  month  Southern 
California  was  once  again  plagued  with  fire  when  Santa  Ana  winds  fanned  the 
"Romero"  conflagration  to  burn  16,000  acres  of  prime  watershed,  resulting 
in  four  firefighter  fatalities  and  loss  of  nine  homes  adjacent  to  the 
Los  Padres  National  Forest. 

RESULTS 

Time  and  again  hitting  forest  fires  hard  at  the  start  proved  its  value 
in  1971.  Aggressive  assault  with  fire  control  equipment  and  trained  men 
reduced  the  potential  for  major  conflagrations  on  National  Forests.  Tragically 
these  fires  cost  the  lives  of  eight  men  who  died  in  line  of  duty.  In  addition 
there  was  loss  in  homes,  private  property,  plus  damage  to  watersheds  and  other 
valuable  resources.

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ACHIEVEMENT 


Below  is  a  striking  example  of  how  a  fuelbreak  on  Camino  Ciello  Ridge, 
Los  Padres  National  Forest  enabled  firefighters  to  construct  line  and  hold 
the  "Romero”  fire  from  burning  into  valuable  watershed  on  the  left.  On  this 
fire  13.8  miles  of  fuelbreaks  were  used  as  control  lines.  One,  the 
Carpinteria  fuelbreak  provided  refuge  for  200  firefighters  during  a  sudden 
weather  change. 
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Once  again  well-trained  crews  in  top  physical  shape  proved  their  worth. 
Forest  Service  inter-regional  crews,  southwest  firefighter  crews,  and  other 
organized  crews  of  22  to  25  men  were  used  effectively  to  construct  and  hold 
fireline  in  tough  situations.  During  1971,  210  crews  were  employed  on  major 
conflagrations . 
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AIR  ATTACK 

Forest  Service  smoke jumpers  made  2,185  jumps  on  565  fires.  Helitack 
crewmen  assaulted  2,633  fires.  Large  helicopters  were  especially  effective 
in  delivering  firefighters,  retardant  and  equipment.  All  told  helicopters 
operated  16,054  hours  on  fire  control  activities;  fixed  wing  aircraft  flew 
a  total  of  57,843  hours.  Airborne  units  with  infrared  equipment  provided 
accurate  fire  location  maps  for  numerous  large  fires.  One  of  the  units  was 
used  for  the  first  time  operationally  to  detect  small  fires  in  the  Northern 
Region. 
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ATTAINMENT 

In  1971,  93  percent  of  all  fires  were  controlled  at  10  acres  or  less  in 
size  on  the  210  million  acres  of  Forest  Service  protected  lands.  Less  than 
one  percent  were  large  fires  burning  over  300  acres.  These  accounted  for 
approximately  75  percent  of  the  burned  acreage.  Forest  fires  burned  1.13 
acres  for  each  1,000  acres  protected.
